3. And Whereas . I am satisfied that there are sufficient 
grounds for proceeding under Section 144 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure , and that circumstances do not admit 
of serving notices individually ; 

4. Now , Therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in me 
under Section 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure 1973 , 
I, S. Sinha, District Magistrate of Goa do hereby prohibit : 
( a ) Assembly or collection of five or more persons and 

taking out or organising of processions; 
( b ) the carrying of firearms or of weapons , of offence 

such as lathis , swords, daggers or spears ; 
( c ) the use of loudspeakers ; 

( d ) the shouting of slogans ; 
in any public place , street, road , square , thoroughfare by 
lane or 

any open space within the area of jurisdiction of 
Mormugao Taluka . 

5. And further direct that the above restrictions shall not . 
apply to public servants on duty and to bonafide marriage 
or funeral processions or any special occasion in the opinion 
of the District Magistrate / Sub - Divisional Magistrate for 
which prior permission in writing has been obtained from 
the District Magistrate or Sub -Divisional Magistrate . 

6. This order shall come into force with effect from 1900 
hours of 6th August , 1986 and shall remain in force for a 
period of 15 days .
